$10,000,000, and of these the bonds actually 
printed amounted only to $1,000,000. Ofthe 
bonds printed the sales amounted to less 
than $100,000. He explained to the commit- 
tee that the mioney for filibustering opera- 
tions and for the general conduct of the war 
in Cuba had been contributed first by the

| RECOGNIZE THE CUBAN GOVERNMENT. 


‘In 1778 France finally decided to give 
open aid ta the thirteen colonies, to rec- 
ognize their independence, make a treaty of 
peace and amity with them, and go to war 
with Great Britain for the purpose of aid- 
ing these new allies. 

Supposing the French government had 
taken the ground at that time that while 
desirous America should be independent 
and willing to intervene to assist it in secur- 
ing independence it could not recognize the 
Continental Congress or admit thatthe re- 
yolted colonists had a stable, established 
government. 

Supposing King Louis’ Ministers had 
told Benjamin Franklin that they were 
prepared to intervene with armies and fleets 
to drive the British out of North America, 
and that, having done so, they would estab- 
lish a sort of protectorate until some effi- 
cient, satisfactory government had been es- 
tablished under their direction. | 

Franklin’s suspicions would have been 
aroused at once. He w ‘1 have asked 
himself whether France was not thins. * 
more of itself than of the United States, 
and that it not only desired to deprive Great 
Britain of the colonies, but have those colo- 
nies under its own perpetual tutelage. 

Much asthe colonists wanted aid they might 
have hesitated to accept it on terms which 
implied that they were unable to govern 
themselves and needed foreign supervision 
in the establishment of a stable govern- 
ment. | 

It is not surprising, therefore, that the 
representatives of the revolutionary gov- 
ernment of Cuba, which is recognized in 
the greater part of the island, should resent 
the intimation that the President will rec- 
ommend that that government be not rec- 


ognized. 


The Secretary of the Cuban Junta de- 
elares that “we have our government.” 
He adds: 

Have we not sufficiently established that we 
have a government? Have we not for three years 
maintained an army of 40,000 Cubans in the field? 
Have we not elected a President and other officers? 
Have we not-levied and collected taxes? Have 


Have we not, according to the statements of four 
United States Senators who have investigated the 
conditions in Cuba, secured control of two-thirds 
of the island? ; 

It will simplify matters greatly for the 
United States to recognize a government 
which has given such evidences of being 
representative of the Cubans and then go 
ahead to drive the Spaniards ont of the 
island instead of intervening to drive out 
the Spaniards and then attempting to “ re- 
construct ” Cuba and give it a government, 
as was done in the rebel Southern States. 

The Cubans who want to be independent 
have a regularly organized government 
which suits them. There seems to be no 
reason why it should not be acceptable to 
the United States government. 


NO POINT WILL BE SURRENDERED. 

The Government of the Unite 
appreciates the humanitarian and dis- 
interested character of the communi- 
cation now made on behalf of the pow- 
ers named, and for its part is confident 
that equal appreciation will be shown 
for its own earnest and unselfish en- 
deavors to fulfill a duty to humanity 
by ending a situation the indefinite 
prolengation of which has become in- 
sufferable. 

This was the significant utterance of Pres- 
ident. McKinley made in Washington yes- 
terday to the representatives of the six lead- 
ing .European powers—Great Britain, 
France, Germany, Austria, Russia, and 
Italy—in response to their formal appeal for 
the maintenance of peace between the 
United States and Spain in relation to Cu- 
ban affairs. If it means anything, it means 
that the government will surrender no point 
for which it has heretofore contended as 
necessary to bring about a permanent and 
lasting eettlement of the disorders which 
have so long afflicted the Island of Cuba 
and disturbed the relations of the two gov- 
ernments—-a settlement which must be in 
accordance with humanity and protect the 
business interests of the American people. 

The above statement of the President was 
preceded by an address delivered by the 
British Ambassador, Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
informing him that they were authorized hy 
their several governments to submit “4 
pressing appeal to the feelings of humanity 
and moderation of the President and of the 
American people in their existing differences 
with Spain,” and expressing a “ hope that 
further negotiations will lead to an agree- 
ment which, while securing the maintenance 
of peace, will afford all necessary guaran- 
tees for the reistablishment of order in 
Cuba.” 

No part of the President’s response can 
be fairly construed into a pledge to change 
the policy of the government or sacrifice 
a single point hitherto considered vital in 
connection with this question. On the con- 
trary, while recognizing the good will in- 
dicated by the visit of the foreign repre- 
sentatives and the nature of their com- 
munication, President McKinley distinctly 
indicated that any settlement which prom- 
ises “ the maintenance of peace between the 
Dnited States and Spain” must include 
“the necessary guarantees for the reéstab- 
lishment of order in the island, so termi- 
nating the chronic condition of disturbance 
there which so deeply injures the interests 
and menaces the tranquillity of the Amer- 
ican nation by the character and conse- 
quences of the struggle thus kept up at our 
doors, beside shocking its sentiment of 
humanity.” 

Thus clearly advised of the attitude of 
the United States government in the pres- 
ent emergency, there is no room for future 
misapprehension as to what is necessary to 
the maintenance of peace between the

THE RHODE ISLAND ELECTION. — 

Rhode Island held its State election on 
Wednesday. The Republican ticket re- 
ceived almost two votes for every one cast 
for the Democratic candidates. The Legis- 
lature, which has to elect a United States 
Senator, is heavily Republican. There will 
be only about a dozen Democrats in both 
branches. . 

The vote this year is not as heavy as in 
1896, but the State is as decisively Repub- 
lican and sound money now as it was then. 
Nor has the failure of the cotton industry 
to improve as much as was expected a year 
‘ago had a bad effect on the Republican 
vote. 

The campaign was not a lively one. The 
Democrats knew they could not succeed. 
Hence they held few meetings and had little 
or nothing to say about free silver. But the 
sound money men did not deem it wise to 
take any chances when there was a United 
States Senatorship at stake. So they 
turned out in sufficient numbers to make 
sure of the Legislature. 

There have been some municipal elections 
this spring, in many of which the Repub- 
licans have been defeated. It was their 
own fault in several instances. They got 
on the wrong side in local issues or allowed 
the local bosses to put up unacceptable can- 
didates, but at the first State election held 
this year the Republicans have done fully 
as well as they had a right to expect. 


THE STATE CONVENTIONS. 

The Democrats called their State conven- 
tion ‘this year for May 17. Some of the 
party leaders have come to the conclusion 
that it isan unnecessarily early date. They 
do not see what is to be gained by holding 
an off-year convention nearly six months 
before election day. Therefore a change of 
date will be suggested, and may be 
agreed on. 

The Republican convention is to be held 

on the 14th of June. That is a more rea- 
sonable date, and yet nothing would be 
lost by holding the convention a little later. 
A State Treasurer and Superintendent of 
Public Instruction are the only State offi- 
cers to be elected. All that can be gained 
by making the nominations early in the 
year is to put the candidates for nomina- 
tions out of their misery. : 
' There is another reason why early State 
conventions are inexpedient as far as Chi- 
cago is concerned. Under the new primary 
election law, which applies to Cook County 
only, the delegates to all the conventions 
which are to nominate candidates to be 
voted for in the fall —county officers, Con- 
gressmen, and members of the Legislature 
—must be chosen at the same time. : 

If the smaller conventions are not held 
soon after the delegates are elected then 
those delegates will be subjected to more 
or less pulling and hauling. Anxious candi- 
dates may hold out inducements to dele- 
gates, or some of the latter may make sug- 
gestions to candidates, If the conventions 
are held soon after the delegates are chosen 
then the nominees feel obliged te do more 
work and spend more money than they 
‘would if nominated at a later date..

NICHOLS’ BELATED REPENTANCE. 

_ Between five and six years ago Herbert 
G. Nichols stole $20,000 from a Chicago 
clothing firm, whose trusted employé he 
was. When his guilt could no longer be 
hidden he fled to Havana, thence to Ja- 
maica and to the Spanish Main, making 
the circuit of Gentral and South America 
before returning to Florida and New York. 
Kvery day of these years he was being 
tracked by detectives and tortured by his 
own guilty fears. ‘The other day he was 
captured in New York and will now be 
brought to Chicago to be tried and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary. ‘The culprit 
freely confesses his guilt, and no doubt his 
belated repentance is sincere as far as it 
can go. He says: 

It is the seme old story. TI took a small sum. 
Then I lost it. Then I took more to regain what 
I had lost, and I kept on losing. I am glad the 


end has come. I have been like a hounded hare 
since the day I took the first dishonst dollar. 


The very fact that Nichols’ ease is so 
hackneyed and stereotyped is what gives 
it its significance, He is right in saying 
that his story is the same old story of thou- 
sands of other embezzlers. The downward 
path he chose to follow is beaten hard 
with the footprints of men who have cheat- 
ed themselves out of lucrative positions 
and honorable standing among their fel- 
lows, blasted their prospects, and ended 
their careers in imprisonment and shameful 
obscurity. They all come to the same con- 
clusion at last—that it does not pay. They 
are sorry enough for themselves after the 
harm is done, and in a way one may be 
sorry for them, but the trouble and the won- 
der are that their enlightenment and re- 
pentance always come too late. 
Embezzlement statistics go to show that 
the temptations which ruined Nichols is the 
most seductive and deadly of all that are 
offered to city cashiers and young men in- 
trusted with money not theirown. The idea 
that they may speculate or gamble with 
other people’s money and then cover up 
their pilferings with their winnings has 
ruined more promising careers than any 
other Satanie fallacy of its kind. Yet from 
the moment of this first act the wrong- 
doer has stepped beyond the pale of human 


society and of all the associations that\ 
«make for happiness. 


There is a text for a hundred sermons 
in Nichols’ admission that he has been a 
hounded hare ever since the day when he 
took his first dishonest dollar. The hound- 
ing was as much from within as from with- 
out. He was comparatively safe from the 
grip of the law while he was serving asa 
supercargo on a tramp steamer among the 
West Indies. But he was a prisoner of con- | 
science even then. He was cut off from the 
world—self-excommunicated from the hon- 
est society of his own race and country. 
There is no place in the wide world for such 
a man to go but to prison. From the first 
moment when he “ borrows ” from his em- 
ployer’s till he is a man without a country. 

The saddest thing about it all is that there 
are always otlier young men stepping up to 
take through tickets to perdition by the self- 
same route as that exploited by Nichols. 
It would be a national blessing if some 
means could be discovered for making every 
young man see the matter as Nichols now 
sees it, but “before taking” instead of 
after. 


ELEVATE THE TRACKS. 

The Council distinguished itself at its 
meeting on Wednesday night by adopting 
an ordinance allowing the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul road to operate its Evanston 
branch: by electricity. It is the intention 
of the company, if its ordinance goes into 
effect, to continue to run its freight trains 
by steam, but to use the overhead trolley for 
passenger service. 

For this permission to change in part from 
steam to electricity the company is willing 
to pay a lump sum of $5,000. An amend- 
ment to make the compensaticn $5,000 an- 
nually was laid on the table by the “ gang.” 
An amendment limiting to twenty years the 
permission to change the motive power was 
declared adopted by the Mayor on a viva 
voce vote. Had there been a roll call it 
would have been defeated and the company 
given a perpetual right. 

Another amendment, the defeat of which 
will probably cause the Mayor to veto the 
ordinance, was one providing for the ele- 
vation of the tracks of the road whenever 
deemed necessary by the Mayor. All the 
tough Aldermen voted against that, al- 
though the freight trains will continue to 
be run by steam power. 

If the tracks of the Evansten branch were 
to be elevated there would be no reason why 


it chose without paying a cent. But as the 
case stands the company proposes to escape 
the expense of elevating its tracks by the 
payment of $5,000 to the city. It will run 
its electric cars as fast as it runs its steam 
cars now, and the danger of accidents at 
street crossings will be about as great. 

The Mayor should veto the ordinance as 
it stands, and if he does so the veto will no 
doubt be sustained, for the vote on its pas- 
sage stood: Yeas, 37; nays; 24. All the 
Aldermen who have clean records voted 
against the measure. 


DEBS’ SOCIAL DEMOCRACY, 

It seems as if it were a long time ago 
that Debs outlined the program of his So- 
cial Democracy party, which was to revo- 
lutionize everything in the United States. 
Coéperative colonies were to be established 
in some Western State. When enough 
Social Democrats had settled there that 
commonwealth was to be reorganized on a 
Socialist basis, the State to be the owner of 
the land, the mines, and the manufactories, 

Then the Social Democrats were to swarm 
into neighboring States and revolutionize 
them. Finally the national constitution 
was to be modified so as to become a so- 
cialistic document, and, finally, Debs was to 
become the President of the remodeled re- 
public. | 

But thus far no State has been socialited 
find nothing is heard about those colonies 
which were te be founded in Washington 
or some other Western State. The city

BRYAN’S “LEVYING UPON WEALTH.” 

William J. Bryan made a speech at a 
free silver banquet in Detroit on Thesday. 
In the course of his remarks he asserted 
that the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the income tax cases “ prevents the govern- 
ment from levying upon the wealth of the 
country to carry on a war ”’—that that de- 
cision “ stands in the way of Congress and 
fetters the hands of the President and Con- 
gress.” 

‘Mr. Bryan seems to be alone in his opin- 
ion that the wealth of the country cannot 
be levied on to meet the expenses of a war 
with Spain. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is satisfied that all the money which 
will be required can be obtained, even 
though that income tax law which Bryan 
voted for in 1894 has been declared uncon- 
stitutional. 

Nobody in Congress has intimated that 
there will be the least difficulty in obtain- 
ing by loans or by legitimate taxation every 
cent of the amount it will cost to give 
Spain a thorough, comprehensive, unfor- 
gettable thrashing. 

Nor would Bryan himself have any tears 
to shed over the dead income tax if he had 
any hope of.the government adopting his. 
plan of “levying upon the wealth of the 
country to carry on a war.” That plan is 
for the government to sell all the bonds it 
can, receiving gold value money for them. 
The money thus obtained is to be expended 
to carry on the war. Then, when it is over 
and the government has had full use 
of the gold value money it obtained, the 
bondholders are to be paid in cheap money 
—in 40-cent dollars. 

Thus, if the government receives for its 
bonds money whick has the purchasing 
power of 500 million gold dollars it will pay 
back cheap free coinage silver dollars with 
a total purchasing power equal to that of 
only 200 million gold dollars. Then the 
government will have levied on the wealth 
of the country to the tune of 300 millions. 

This is Bryan’s scheme for carrying on 
war economically: It may be that this 
scheme meets with the approval of the free 
silver Senators and Representatives, who 
will have an opportunity soon to vote ona 
Hill to authorize the President to sell bonds. 
Not one of those Congressmen has declared 
himself as yet in favor of the government 
promising to pay back as good as it gets. 


THE GOLD IMPORTS. 

During February, March, and April of 
last year the gold exports exceeded ‘the im- 
ports by about four and a half millions. 
The figures are quite different this year. 
Since Feb. 25 gold to the amount of 44% 
millions has been received from abroad at 
New York or is on its way there. One ves- 
sel brought 5% millions early this week. 
Gold to the amount of 7 millions has been 
received at San Francisco during the last 
few months, sent from Australia in payment 
for wheat. While so much gold has been 
imported, very little has been sent out of 
the country. 

The Bank of Eugland has advanced its 


for the purpose of checking the outflow of 

gold. It may have that effect as far as 

England is concerned, but there are other 

eountries from which gold will continue 

to come. Some of the 5% millions which ar- 

ya on Wednesday came from Germany 
nd a part from France. 

The “debtor eountries ” of Europe have 
been paying the United States in gold dur- 
ing the last few weeks a part of what they 
owe on account of their heavy purchases 
of breadstuffs, provisions, and other Amer- 
ican products. Much of the gold which 
has been coming in lately would have been 
shipped sooner but for the fact that money 
rates were higher in Germany than here, 
and there was more profit in loaning money 
there than in importing gold. 

There are no indications that the gold 
movement in this direction is at an end. 
The excess of exports over imports still con- 
tinues to be very heavy. It is true that 
the government has been spending consid- 
erable money abroad for ships and guns 
during the last few weeks, but those pur- 
chases will diminish comparatively little the 
favorable balance of trade for the year. 


THe view which the great body of patriotic 
business-men of the country take of the 
situation as regards our relations with Spain 
on the Cuban question is very different from 
that of the timid and selfish speculators in 
Wall street. This is indicated by the senti- 
ments expressed by the Merchants and Man- 
ufacturers’ Board of Trade in New York 
on Wednesday last. The presentation a few 
days since of resolutions of a directly oppo- 
site character—one favoring peace and the 
other war—resulted in a report by the Com- 
mittee on National Legislation of a ringing 
substitute calling upon President McKinley 
to recognize the independence of the Cuban 


| republic, accompanied by intervention to 


drive out the Spaniards by force of arms if 
necessary. The report also declared Spain 
responsible for the destruction of the Maine 
and advocated a demand for ample repara- 
tion for the act. The fact was recognized 
by the leading speakers that the condition of 
affairs existing in Cuba was having a most 
damaging effect upon American business in- 
terests, and the prompt and permanent set- 
tlement of the controversy, with independ- 
ence for the Cubans, was advocated as the 
most effective means of bringing relief. The 
temper of the meeting was shown in the 
final adoption of the resolutions by a unan- 
imous vote. Similar action by business or- 
ganizations in other cities shows where the 
real business-men of the country stand. If 
we must have war to protect the interests of 
the American government and vindicate the 
rights of humanity, they are evidently of the 
opinion that the sooner it is begun and the 
more vigorously it is pushed to a successful 
termination the better will it be for the in- 
terests of the whole country.

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SORMA IN “SUNKEN BELL” 


HAUPTMANN’S MASTERPIECE IS PRE~ 
SENTED AT M’VICKER’S. 


Glorification of the “ Uebermensch ” 
in the Drama Suggestive of Niets- 
che’s “Zerathustra” — Strange 
Blending of the Supernateral with 
the Real Tragedy of Human Life— 
Teaches the Gospel of Individual- 
ism—To Be Repeated Tonight. 


The performance of “ The Sunken Bell” 
at McVicker’s last night served to introduce 
more forcibly to a Chicago audience one of 
the greatest dramatic works of the pres- 
ent day. ‘ The Sunken Bell’ has appealed 
to the present generation in a way that no 
other work in the German language has 
done since Goethe wrote his great life poem, 
It is always dangerous to make sweeping 
assertions under the influence of a first 
hearing and especially with the glamour of 
Sorma’s exquisite acting still awake, but 
{t is probably a fact that ‘The Sunken 
Bell”’ will in future years take rank as: 
one of the three greatest poems of Germany 
in the nineteenth century, standing, as it 
does, half way between “ Faust’ ond the 
“Thus Spake Zarathustra’ of Frederich 
Nietzche. 

Heinrich, the bell founder, is a more mod- 
ern ond more human Faust, less of the dry 
philosopher, and less of the alchemist, and 
in every way a more poetic figure. He is 
still the “.uebermensch,’’ the apostle of hu- 
manity in its last degree, but a far more 
poetic and artistic fgure than the disciple 
of Mephistophe'es. 


Bell’’ was written by Hauptmann several 
years after the great poem of Nietzche, the 
giorification of the *‘ uebermensch ’’ is more 
complete, wilder. and more incomprehensible 
in Zarathustra. To that extent “ The Sunk- 
en Bell’’ is a tragedy. For when Heinrich, 
the artist, has cast off the trammels of the 
nether-world, and, free from earthly cares

M. Ysaye, the Belgian violinist, will-be the 


MISS MATHER DEAD 


| Famous Actress Passes Away 
at Charleston, W.Va. 


FAINLS UN THE STAGE. 


She Is Carried Off and Never Re- 
gains Consciousness. 


BRIEF SKETCH OF HER LIFE. 


-Charleston, W. Va., April 7.—[Specia!.]— 
Margaret Mather, who has been playing 
Imogen in “* Cymbeline,”’ died here this even- 
ing at Hotel Ruffner. Miss Mather was fill- 
ing her engagement at the Burlew Opera- 
House last night, and near the end of the 
fourth act she fainted and had to be carried 
from the stage and was nét able to appear 
again, her part being resumed by her under- 
study. 

Dr. R. H.:. Henry was summoned, and 
worked with Miss Mather in her dressing-| 
room until 2 o'clock, when she was removed 
to the hotel, She sank into a state of coma 


pany. 


Her divorce and second marriage 
to Gustave Pabst of Milwaukee and her re- 
tirement from the stage are matters of re-. 
cent history. After her sescond divorce 
Margaret Mather returned only last winter 
to the boards with a magnificent revival of 
“Cymbeline.” But the mfost gorgeous of

Success One of Esteem. 


Her success was in reality only one of 
esteem, and the engagement which she 
played during her tour at the Columbia 
Theater in this city showed that her draw- 
ing powers were on the decline.

Like Julia Marlowe, she was a star at the 
very outset of her career and, like Julia 
Marlowe. she depended for success mainly 
upon her beauty and her youthful enthusi- 
asm.

SUPREME COURT RULES. 


Prisoner Will Soon Be Sent to 
the Penitentiary. 


BIG VICTORY FOR THE STATE 


The motion for rehearing of the case of 
Charles W. Spalding, ex-banker and Treas- 
urer of the University of Illinois, was over- 
ruled by the Illinois Supreme Court yester- 
day. This practically ends the famous 
Spalding case. And according to the attor- 
neys for both sides there now stands noth- 
ing between the President of the defunct 
Globe Savings Bank and the penitentiary. 
Within a few days, just as soon as the com- 
mitment papers have been properly made 
out, Spalding will be taken to Joliet toserve 
the indeterminate sentence imposed upon 
him by Judge Horton after a jury had found 
him guilty of hypothecating $28,000 of bonds 
of the State University. 

Attorney Joel M. Longenecker, who assist- 
ed in the defense of the ex-banker, said that 
the legal battle to save Spalding from the 
penitentiary was over. 

“We made the best fight we knew how,” 
said Mr. Longenecker, ‘‘and while we 
thought our points well taken there is noth- 
ing to do but to submit. We have been 
overruled. J cannot see that anything now 
Stands between Mr. Spalding and his sen- 
tence.”’

It is only when some non-Catholic Prince 
or Frincess of the blood is received at the 
Vatican that the pomp and ceremony of the 
papacy in former times are revived. Cath- 
Olic sovereigns and Princes are only per- 
mitted access to the Holy Father when they 
keep away from the Quirinal and avoid all 
intercourse with the reigning family of Italy, 
and even then they are received in a very 
quiet and relatively simple manner without 
any fuss or feathers. But let a Russian 
Grand Duke, a Lutheran Emperor, or a 


matter whether he is staying in the Eternal 
City as a guest of King Humbert or not, the 
greatest amount of importance is accorded 
by the Papal court to his reception, the most 
recent case of this kind having been that 
of the eldest son of King Oscar of Sweden, 
who had come to Rome for the purpose of 
visiting his wife, the invalid Crown Princess, 
who is spending the winter there. 

The Prince, who bears the name of Gus- 
tavus Adolphus, which must have evoked 
at the Vatican memories of the Swedish 
King of that name, who led the military 
forces of the Protestant cause against those. 
of Catholicism in the great thirty years’ 
war, was greeted on alighting from his 
carriage by prelates, officers, and gorgeous- 
iy apparelled officials of one kind and an- 
other, and then passed through a long suite 
of state apartments between lines of Swiss 
guards, noble guards, and of the ordinary 
pontifical guards, finding either in one apart- 
ment or the other the bearers of all the 
erandest names of the old Roman aris- 
tecracy, who were present in their capacity 
as dignitaries of the court of the Pope. 

The Crown Prince, who wore the uniform 
of the Hussars of Skane, kissed the Pontiff's 
hand on entering his presence, a form of 
greeting which did not put the gravity of 
those in attendance to so sore a test as on 
the occasion of the Crown Prince’s father 
visiting Leo, King Oscar having bent down 
from his enormous height of 6 feet 3 inches 
and imprinted two loud, sonorous, and 
smacking kisses on the withered cheek -of 
the aged Pontiff. The ‘Crown Prince re- 
mained with the Pope for about three- 
quarters of an hour, and on quitting his 
presence paid the customary visit to the 
Papal Secretary of State, who returned the 
call a few hours later at the hotel where 
the Swedish royal couple were staying. 

Among the most imposing of the nobles’ 
who were present was Prince Massimo, the’ 
hereditary Postmaster General of the Holy 
See, and who is allied by marriage with the 
royal houses of Savoy and of Bourbon, one 
of his sons having recently married a daugh- 


. ter of Don Carlos. 


The Massimos live in a palace known to 
all strangers who visit the city from “its 
position, form, and great Doric columns. 
It is only open to the public once a year, in 
the first days of April on the anniverary of 
a miracle that took place there in the 
year 1583. 

It is related that in a small room of the 
palace Don Paolo Massimo, a lad of 14, had 
died. His parents and relatives thereupon 
appealed for consolation to St. Philippe Neri, 
who came, touched him, and restoréd him to 
life. 1t was on the strength of this miracle 
that St. Philip was canonized. 

The room in which the miracle is alleged 
to have taken place has been converted into 
a chapel and adorned with valuable pictures, 
tapestries, and contains bones and relics of 
the Saint, To reach it one has to pass 
through a long suite of apartments filled 
with priceless treasures of one kind and 
another, and on the anniversary of the 
miracle great nobles, Cardinals, and people 
of every degree, even the humblest peasants 
and city scavengers, may be seen wending 
their way through the palace to the shrine. 

The Massimos, I may add, claim the most 
ancient descent of any patrician family in 
Rome, insisting that their house was found- 
ed by Quintus Tabius Maximus, the famous 
Roman Consul who ruled Rome 300 years 
before Christ, and who in turn claimed to 
be descended from no less a personage than 
Hercules. 

‘On one memorable occasion the grand- 
father of the present Prince Massimo was 
asked by the first Emperor Napoleon: 

“Are you so sure that you are really de- 
scended from Quintus Fabius Maximus?” 

_ “* Well,” replied the Prince in the broadest 
of Roman patois, “they have been saying 
so here in Rome for the last 2,000 years.” _ 


Although Mr. Arthur Balfour is occupying 
the place of his uncle, Lord Salisbury, at 
the British Foreign Office, yet, curiously 
enough, he does not sign any of the dis- 
patches of importance that are sent out 
from thence. Only a Secretary of State’can 
undertake this duty, and Mr. Balfour does 
not hold this rank, although the position of 
First Lord of the Treasury is always re- 
garded as a much higher post and has 
hitherto been generally held by the Prime 
Minister. All the important dispatches 
therefore have to be taken over either to 
the War department, to the Home depart- 
ment, or to the India Office for signature 
by one or the other of the four Secretaries 
of State, who have, generally speaking, but 
little voice or knowledge of the subject to 
which the dispatches relate. This is one of 
a cheerful anomalies of English official 

e. 

Many people have been surprised at the 
Duke of Devonshire presiding at the meet- 
ings of the Cabinet and sending out the sum- 
mons to the various membefs thereof dur- 
ing Lord Salisbury’s absence. This is, how- 
ever, in accordance -with time-honored 
usage, the Lord President of the Privy Coun- 
cil, that is to say, the Duke of Devonshire, 
being by Cabinet usage the understudy of 
the Premier and invariably taking his place 
when he is absent. 

Curiously enough, the office of Prime Min- 
ister is unknown by law, and there is there- 
fore no constitutional means provided for 
its being filled when temporarily vacant 
through the illness of its holder. 

From a strictly legal point of view the 
Premier in England is only a Privy Coun- 
cilor at the head of a Department of State, 
who is especially in the severeign’s confi- 
dence and who usually presides at informal 
gatherings of certain of the Privy Coun- 
cilors who happen to hold offices of State, 
a gathering of which is calle@ a Cabinet. 
That is the sole, legal, and constitutional 
status of the British Cabinet, the existence 
of which Is based more on usage than on law.
